LaRt nlgbi. at 11.15 o'i!o<l< pxti-.i 
frelgM train. No. G't'.K inn into ili. 
rear end of «xtra trelgnt train, No. 
068, (both nortb 'bound from Jack- 
aon to Cairo on the main line of the 
Illtiloia Central near Bardwell, Ky. 
The blR enjstino, lhi> IniRPSt typo on 
tho road, ploiKthed \vt -way Into the 
frail cabooip an<J flr.-t fow cars of 
No. 6GS, RtiU I'or hours chaos reign- 
ed. Despite tho fact ihat two aug- 
mented wi«ekJjig «r0wa, one from 
Padveah, woHrad heroleaUr. it was 
not until (laylleht thai the true facts 
of the afM^lInf; dlaaMter were fully 
realized. 

The extra, N'o. 859, wa.s In charge 
of Bngin .>er I-eo Merritt and Conduc- 
tor J. P. Smith of Jaeuon, Tenn. No. 
068 waa In charge of Bnglneer F. C. 
Iveraon and Coitdactot T. 9. Ball, 
n1«o of JackMn. The coIHaion ocenr- 
rpd on .1 aifili p'nl)iiril:ment, and cars 
wero shattert'd, their contents strewn 
Clone tlM rlflht of Smy. 

A huny order was received from 
Bardwoll to aeml the Paducah wreck 
tog cr^ to the scene. The Fnlton 
wruckcr was en route to the acene, 
having received 'Q^» (Mne emergency 
orders. 

Without any delay the erews be- 
gan working. Volunteers from Hard- 
well nsslBted In the work of clearing 

the wrPfU. 1)111, from the outset a 12 
hour 1)l<^~kadp oi-dor was bulletined. 
This neoo.sslliiU'd the detourlng of 
the main line paasenger trains and 
the Dixie flyer, No. 103, passed 
throngih Paduoah from East Cairo to 
Fulton at 8:80 o'clock. At 6:60 the 
north bound flyer, 204, passed. 
Manifest freight trains and every 
cla.fli of train came llu'oiiRh Padu- 
cah, ami local yard men nad their 
hands fall handling the emergency 
buaineai. 

The InJnrMl Reeraed. 

Torrlirs si>i <ed to ll^iiininate, the 
scene of the wreck and the wortc of 
wrecklnff waa gsna about with fever- 
ish Intorest. 

Bnglneer Lee Merritt revereed 'ai» 
enslno and Jumped when be saw the 
Ilghtc of the train ahead. In aUght. 
iDg he qustalndd two acalp wonada. 



He was partly stunned, hot WkfB 
pk-kod up speedily revived. 

Hi.^ (li I'lii.iii, C. H. Hogan, waa 
not so forlunale. Ho was caught In 
the crash an<l crushed In the body, 
his Injuries being ipronooaced fatal 
from the Unit 

WlUlam R. Peague, flagman on 
No. 658 was eiught in the caboose 
and fatally crushed. He was uncon- 
Kclouii when his mangled body was 
taken from the splintered caboose. 

The body of the unknown w^lte 
tramp, a "Trespaaser," was next 4is> 
covered. It waa «nder overtjmiad 
cars, and death apparently had been 
1 ■ iiitancous. 

I'l.iii S<"ott, colored, a brakenian 
oil .\o. CT)!), was fiirown from tlie 
train ■when the crash came, and fell 
on his left sliou'dor, diHUKatIng it. 
He wae also badly braised, but is not 
fatally injured. 

Physiciant from Cairo and FuHon 
wore dispatched to the scene, and 
will tile :issist!in( e of n.-udwcll sur- 
m^iiiis cared for tho Injured. Tney 
\\< ri' removed to Fulton as quickly 
afi posefbte, and from there will be 
taken home to Jackeoa, Tenn. 

OfllftiAls from Fulton have bean on 
the scene constantly since the wreck 
superlnteiMling the work. Trainmai- 
ter T. L. Dubbs, of the Fulton dls- 
trlrl roit'ivcd a partial ri'port of the 
dLsuster (his in<iriiiiiK. H*' slated Uiat 
the cause of the accident wM not 
known, and would not be annouMad 
by the road until after the laTaati- 
cation. It is underatood howaver. 
that the crew on the 66* ran by a 
"topping point. Another report Is 
out to till' effect that the crew of No. 
C5S had over.ooked orders. Both 
reports were dented, however, by of- 
ficials. 

Fireman HogMi and Bngisaer 
Merritt are well known here.

Too heavy loading la one part of 
the Padneah whartboat cauaed the 

north end of the boat to sink last 

nl».:ht, until tho timhers holding the 
heavy Kangway.-t, were under water, 
and in 14 short whllo tne hii:i of ilie 
boat was several feet deep in water. 
The presence of the ateamar Kan< 
tucky probaibly ia all that saved the 
boat from aiaking with ita cargo of 
accumulated freight worth batiraaa 
$5,000 and f 10.000. 

.At l-'::!0 o liol k John Street, 
nliihl wharfmaster, whllt,' on one of 
his rounds of inspection he makes 
every night to see that all is well, 
dlaoorered that the floaU which be- 
long under the gangway at the 
north end of the boat, to help sup- 
port it were nearly subnu-rKed. He 
tried vainly for a while to pump 
them out with a hand pump, when 
the sound ot water entering the 
wharfboat In a large stream, made 
him go dQiwn) into the kaU ot the 
wharfboat to investigate. 

Bntering the huTI at the extreme 
south end several hundred feet 
from the leak, he ndvauced throii^'h 
the dark passage, but before he had 
gono many steps ho found himself 
to his knees in water, and could 
haar tha water raahiac Into tba 
hull. 

By this time the floats supporting 
the gangwr.y, had flUod and' driflcnl 
out from under It. throwing the 
whole weight of tlie lu avy sleel and 
wood gangway onto the edge of the 
wharfboat where the leak waa. The 
whM-tboai aank until the edge of the 
narrow platform which anrronnda It 
was toucfhlag tha rlvar. 

The first malt on the Kentucky, 
which was lying at the wharfboat, 
waa rouuod by the commotion and 
Immediately routed out the roustors. 
•etting them to work moving the pea- 
nuts from tha aM« ot Om wharfboat 
which waa aagglng, to tho Kentucky. 
This lightened the boot flomewhat. 

Tlio towhoat Fannie "Wallaio had 
been noiiflid hy this time to come 
to the assist ante of tho wharfboat, 
but the etorm which was at its 
height then, swept the Fannie Wal- 
hMsa out Into tha rlvar, and it could 
not be headed around before It had 
bean carried to Brookport, not re- 
turning to the city until this morn- 
ing. 

If tharo had not been a .syphon 
pump on the Kentucky, nothing 
could have aaved the wharfboat. This 
waa proourad, a hola knocked 
through the floor ot the wharfboat 
where It was sagging the moat, and 
the banked flro wh'rh Is kept nt 
niKht under the wharfboat boilers 
was stirred up. . 

The pumping started at !:"0 
o'clock last nlf^t and cootisaed un- 
til 7 o'etook thla moralag. Vaen 
sufficient waitor ted baaa pamped 
out to allow the boat to right Itself. 
It was then discovered that the wa- 
ter had not entered through the 
seama of the boat, but through the 
lar^ cracks caused by the iil? tim- 
bers anppoKing the gangway, being 
pulled out of place by the atraln. 

The strain was caused by SO or 30 
hogsheads of tobacco weighing two 
thousand pounds each being placed 
In one part of tho wharfboat, with- 
out any counterai t.ini; welffht on the 
other side. On top ot the tobacco, 1,- 
400 Mcka ot peanuts were placed 
yesterday afternoon tncreaalng the 
weight 70 tooa. It was too mudi 
weight on one eide and the boat waa 
pressed down utttll tnc edge touched 
the river. Thero were ne.irl.v 100 
tons of frelghi on the one spot. 

The steamer Dick FowI«r was at 
(he wharf at tho time but the roui- 
tera went up the hill without any 



concern as to the faba of the wharf* 
boat. The roustara of the Kentucky 
under direction of head mate Wil- 
liam Rv Us, Ihniigh they had worked 
lai: day aided materially by remov* 
ing tho peanuts. Today tha wbart* 
boat is abont aa usual. 

Coincident with iha threatened 
sinking of tha wharfboat. toe steam- 
er Henry Harley, tying against the 
old wharfboat with a broken wheel, 
sprung a bad leak and had listed 
heavily on oii. 1- s^-foro the pumps 
could be etartod. Captain Thomas 
Armstrong doaa aot know what cane* 
ed the leak as there was no water ia 
the hull when ho went to bed. It 
looktHl for a while as If thn' • ' . ir.nT 
would sink but energetic ait ua i>, pt 
the water down.

The general 
council was e<'on()mi(ai and guarded 
the city's fund with care. The leg- 
iHlators managed the city's affaire at 
a saving of |liS,»M to the taxpayers, 
as comparad with their pradeoesaors, 
who levied a rate of t9 centa m 
The actual running expenses of the 
city ware paid easily out of the $1.C5 
levy. The overdrafts were Incurred 
for extraordinary Improvements, and 
In incurring this indebtedness the 
couDctlmen and aldermen ehowod 
their courage and honeety. These Im- 
provementa had to come, yet they 
could very weM have allowed the 
lighting plant extension, the widen 
ing of Tenth street, the i>a>niunt of 
the Johnson judgment, tbe tender to 
the telephone company, tha Im 
pruvaoiant of the Riverside hoaiAtal 
and a dosan other matters go over 
until this year« far thu council to 
bear. But they considered that the 
cify govertimrni will i-ontinue Indefi- 
nitely, and that ttie Improvemenio 
should be acquired at once ao that 
tha dtiaaaa eonid anjoy their ben- 
aSti. R waa poor politiea, becaase 
It aBortfa their enemies an opportun- 
ity to misconstrue their conduct. But 
those men after incurring the dcbis 
in tbe o|>fin stood for pe-electlon,. 
and manifested th^r willlngneas to 
aaaume the burden of paying off 
tha obllgationa.
